BEARTIC T MDD that the Intornationsl Convention for the Safety of Life at
Sea does not specifically define the groas tamage of ships which should be

méasured for the purpose of epplication of the provisions of that Convention,

RECALLING ALSO that it adopted by resolution A.389(X) an interim scheme for
tomage measurement for certain ships, in oxder to overcome poesible difficulties
vhich might arise with regard to the application of the safety requirements in
force for certain ships vhen measured in accordance with the 1969 Tomnage

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REALIZLG that thase difficulties wili contimue to exist in respect of (
compliance with Regulation 3 of Chapter IV of the 1974 SOLAS Convention, ‘mrb that
those difficulties may be resolved vhen a future global neritime distress and
safety system enters into force,

BEDIG AVARE ALSO that sinilar difficulties will contime to exist in respect
of other relevant provisions of the 1974 SOLAS Convention which are activated at
500 and 1,600 gross tons and that the first and second sets of amendments to the
1974 SOLAS Convention are currently under considerstiom, |

purpose of application of the provisions of the International Convention
far the Safety of Life at Sea, such _tomage, however, shell not be shovn
on the 1959 ‘Tommage Certificate;

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3 LGRESS that the interim scheme shall not apply to ships the keels of which
are laid after 31 December 1985 with the following exceptions:

(a) In respect of the requirements of Regulation 3 of Chapter IV of the
1974 SOLLS Convention for ships the keels of which are laid before
18 July 1994, the Ldministration may contimme to apply the intexim
scheme, in which cese the above-menticned entry should be made in the
Radiotelephony Certificete only; and

(b) In respect of the regulations for cargo ships of less than 1,600 tons
gross tomage (as measured under national systems), the keels of which
are laid after 31 December 1985, the Administration may continue to
apply the interim scheme wntil 18 July 1994;
